FOR GERMANY’S NAVY. 


Government Asks an Appropriation 
of $108,500,009. 


A despatch from Berlin says: 
The Nord Deutsche Allegemeine 
Zeitung prints the chief features of 
the naval budget. These provide 
for a total expenditure of $10s,- 
500,000. This is an increase of $7,- 
000,000. The ship-building and ar- 
mament requirements are estimat- 
el at $60,685,090, an increase of 
$5,950,000, being necessitated by a 
final appropriation for the con- 
struction of the battleshios Ostfries- 
land, Helgoland, and Ersatse Be- 
owulf. Provision is also made for 
the completion of the cruiser-bat- 
tleship Von der Tann. The sum of 
$4,750,000 is also asked for the con- 
struction of and experiments with 
submarines, this being an increase 
of $1.250,000 over the previous bud- 
get. The expenditure for naval ar- 
tillery is extimated at approximate- 
ly $19,000,000, an increase of $2,- 
600,000.

“QUEBEC BRIDGE TENDERS. 


Cost of the New Piers Will Total

GERMAN EMIGRATION WANING 


Character as Well as Number Has 
Changed. 


There is rejoicing in Germany 
over the fact that according to re- 
cent statistics less than 20,000 emi- 
grants left the country last year. In 
the ’80s the number of emigrants 
te the United States alone was over 
rather than under a quarter of a 
million. 

The rejoicing is well founded, 
since it is evident that Germany is 
now so strong economically that 
she can not only support the an- 
nual growth of population, but also 
give employment to the thousands 
and tens of thousands she formerly | 


sent abroad. The character of the | 
emigration, as well as its numerical | 
amount, has changed, as the sta- 
tistics make plain. 

Time was when the word emigrant 
was associated with notions of pov- 
erty and wretchedness. Recent in- 
vestigations in one parish of Ber- 
lin show that of 1,470 persons wno 
emigrated during the quarter end- | 
ed last September only one-third 
could be called poor, while e¢ 
other two-thirds were some of them 
well provided with means and not 
a few even rich. A score had more 
than $2,000 each, another score 
had double that amount, a dozen 
over $6,000, ten over $10,555, four 
over $12,000 and six over $20,000.

MADOC, DECEMBER 2, 1909. 
—PRovVINCIAL figures just is- 
sued show that Ontario has 
travelled fast on temperance 
lines. This year there are in 
all 2,328 liquor licenses through- 
out the Province, of which 
2,010 are tavern, 253 are shop, 
23 are wholesale, and 42 club 
licenses. In 1874 — thirty-five 
ears ago—there were 6,185 
fhcariaba in the Province. The 
annual decrease has been 
specially marked during the 
past five years. 


—Tuis year over 150 munici- 
palities in Ontario, including 
two cities, will vote on local 
option, If one half of the con- 
stituencies that vote on the 
question decide in favor of 
abolishing the bar it will mean 
that over half the muni- 
cipalities in the province will 
then be under local option. 
When this is the case it will 
not be more than a year or two 
before the question of provin- 
cial prohibition will be again to 
the fore. 


—TuE total immigration into 
Canada for the first seven 
months of the fiscal year, April 
to October inclusive, was 138,- 
234, as compared with 109,566 
for the same months of last 
year, an increase of 26 per cent. 


Immigration for October was 
17,391, as compared with 
9,089 in October of last year, 
Arrivals at ocean ports totalled 
8,035, an increase of 78 per cent. 
Arrivals from the United States 
totalled 9,269, an increase of 
102 per cent.. as compared with 
the same month of last year. 


—TuE Toronto Exhibition is 
to maintain its reputation as 
the biggest thing on the 
continent. The President and 
Manager are at present in Eng- 
land looking after attractions 


for next year, and they hope to 
secure a small flotilla of war 
vessels consisting of a destroyer 
and submarines. ‘The object is 
to give exhibitions on the lake 
facing the grounds. Hon. 
Rudolphe Lemieux, Postmaster- 
General of Canada, who is now 
in London, has promised to see 
Reginald McKenna, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, and Lord 
Charles Beresford says that he 
will do his best, and if neces- 
sary place the matter before 
the King.

SPENT TWENTY-THREE YEARS 
IN UNDERGROUND CELL. 


|The Russian Terrorist Escaped at 


Last and is Now an Exile 
in London. 


Mme. Vera Figner is one of the 
most striking figures in tue whole 
tragedy of Russian revolution. She 
has lived through every phase of 


fered exile, torture, and years of 
imprisonment in the worst dungeons 
the world has ever seen. 

Forty years ago she was known 
as one of the most beautiful wo- 
men in Russian suciety, as well as 
one of the most strenuous revolu- 
tionaries. 

Having thrown heart and soul in- 
to the cause of the Russian peas- 
ant, she was one of the small band 
of self-sacrificing students who, 
dressed as country folk, went into 
the villages, worked ‘‘amongst the 
people,’’ as the saying went, and 
tried by their example and teach- 
ing to lift the peasants out of wwe 
abyss of ignorance and the fathom- 
less misery in which they lived. 


“REWARD | $5,000.”” 
At that time the revolutionists 
were not Terrorists, but all toe 


sume the Government treated them 
with great harshness, and for the 
mere ‘‘crime’’ of trying to educate 
the peasants thousands of the best 
and noblest of Russia’s young men 
and women were exiled to Siberia 
—often without the semblance of a 
trial. 

Eyidently it was hopeless to bring 
about a change of Government by 
the policy of ‘peaceful 
sion.’’ This the reyolutionists saw, 
jand Vera Tigner was the first to

But even in the face of death she 
did not lose her courage. © Her 
dignified and unselfish demeanour | 
impressed even the men who tried, 
her, She was sentenced to death. 

By an act of ‘‘grace’’ this sen- 
tence was commuted to perpetual { 
penal servitude—and here begins 
the story of her great martyrdom. 

Fettered with heavy chains round 
her wrists and ankles, she trod the 
long and melancholy road to her 
prison in Eastern Siberia, a dis- 
tance of 5,090 miles, there to be a! 
convict in the gold-mines of Kara. 

In the meantime, however, official 
Russia had conceived a form of pun- 
ishment even more diabolical than 
slavery in mines. In the middle of 
the River Neva, near Lake Lado- 
ga, they had built a fortress, the 
cells of which were partly below the 
level of the water. | 

In this dungeon, it was decided, | 
, Vera Figner had to end her earthly 
|days Again she had to make —er'! 
journey of 5,000 miles back to Rus- | 
sia, braving all the hardships of a 
| Siberian winter, | 
| Let Vera Figner herself relate 
the impressions of this journey and 
the story of her terrible suffering 
in the Schlusselburg :— 
| “The fatigue of the journey and 
the brutalities* of the escort were 
bad enough, but the thought that 
at the end of it I would be immured 
in a small cell nearly broke my 
heart. 

INSIDE A FORTRESS-PRISON. 

“At last, however, after months 
and months of walking, tired and 
footsore I arrived on the banks of 
the River Neva, directly opposite 
the gloomy fortress-prison. It was 
jalready dark when I was put upon 
the black boat, 
| { looked around me, saying a 
last farewell to the disappearing 
shore, which I feared I should never 
see again. 
| “When I was brought before the 
jHeroatan of the fortress he greeted 
me in these words: ‘Nobody has yet 
walked out of this fortress; they 
have all been carried out.’ shen 
I was conveyed into an underground 
cell, in which I spent twenty-three 
years. 

“Tt measured § feet by 10 feet, 
was low, dark, damp, and its walls 
were painted in black, so as to cast 
a deeper gloom into our hearts. The 
stillness of the cells was awful, and 
many prisoners were driven mad. 
Their shrieks made the nights hide- 
ous for us, and nearly drove us in- 
sane. 

TERRIBLE EXPERIENVES, 

“Sometimes we heard a door 
open. It was the signal that a 
comrade had died. Some comrades 
lcommitted suicide, even the most 
painful deaths, such as starvation, 
being preferable to their present 
‘torture. One, a friend of former 
days, poured the paraffin out of his 
lamp over his bed and clothes, set 
light to the lot, and burnt to 
death, while still another disem- 
; bowelled himself with a broken 
{lamp globe. 

“Then the governor tried to rob 
us of the few privileges we pos- 
sessed. This I would not stand, 
and prepared to sacrifice myself 
}for my friends. Upon a petition 
| from me the governor came into my 
jeell. Suddenly I jamped upon him 
}and tore his epaulettes from his 
| shoulders. 

“The penalty for this crime was 
death ; but I knew that, before exe- 
cuting me, I would be brought to 
trial, when I could let the world 
know of our sufferings. The au- 
thorities saw through my plans, and 
I was not tried, 

“At last we received news, even 
in this living grave, that a new 
revolution was on foot, and again 
|we began to hope; 1905 came, with 
jits great strikes and the Constitu- 
| tion. 

“After twenty-three years of a 
living death, I was once more able 
/te set eyes upon the sky, to greet 
the shore of which I had taken leave 
Junder suena melancholy cireum- 
stances, 

“Yet I was not to be free, for I 

|was at once exiled to the Arctic 
|zone of Northern Russia. 
“Oh, how happy [ was at the news 
lof the great struggle between the 
people and the Czar, and 
‘longed to take part in it!

THE DAIRY AND SYSTEM. 


System means more money, In 
the business world it is now being 
perfected in practice. Those colos 
sal money-makers—the big trusts— 
are built on system. In America, 
patentees of devices that witli save 
even one minute daily become rich, 
so greatly is time valued. We in 
New Zealand have not yet attain- 
ed to America’s business develop- 
ment, but even here method in 
every business is fast developing, 
shys the New Zealand Dairyman. 
In the farm 
business, as in every other, 
systematic working means more 
money. Many farmers do not re- 
gard their time as worth so much 
money—at least in practice. Tew 
of them could tell one, off hand, 
exactly how much their farm return- 
ed them in any particular year. 

In the daily round are many 
things that could be improved. 
For instance, during the autumn, 
as the milking cowr decrease, more 
time should be left and one or more 
milkers night be spared from the 
pails for other work. It is notice- 
able, however, that, instead of 
early rising being continued in this 
season, frequently the bed _ still 
holds its occupant at 7.00 a.m, 
Consequently, the milking does 
not start until 7.30 a.m., and in- 


ing 


spared for other and necessary 
work, all hands go to the pails. 
There, relieved of the urgent need 
of haste, they take nearly as long | 
to milk the herd as in the summer. 
Se that it sometimes happens that, 
where a creamery has a score of 
suppliers, not one of them brings} 
his milk before eight o’clock. By 
the time the cart is back, the cans 
washed, the shed cleaned and the 
manure spread the morning has 
flown. 

A Time Table—There can be no 
question that early rising pays. 
Most dairymen will admit that to 
rise an hour earlier than is their 
custom seems like having two hours | 
added to their working day. ‘The 
morning hours are worth twice as 
much as are the afternoon ones. 
These immediately preceding re- 
marks may appear platitudes, but 
they are worthy of repetition, and 
they illustrate my point. 

Suppose the farmer had a time 
a slate (so tha*® 
items could be easily erased). ‘Lhe 
following time table is suggested to 
serve from the beginning of June 
(in any year) until the end of Au- 
gust. 

Time Table—Six a.m., men rise; 
6.30 to 7.30 a.m. feed and harness 
horses, and milk; 7.30 a.m., break- | 
fast; 8 a.m. dairy hands (two) on 
the return of cart, feed calves and 
pigs (if any) and wash cans and 
buckets; 8 a.m. to 12 noon, agri- 
cultural hands commence regular 
work; 9.30 a.m. to 11 a.m., one 
dairy hand to clean pails, cart and 
spread manure, the other to assist 
or chop. wood and assist in field 
work; 12 noon to 1 o’clock, gener- 
al dinner hour; 1 p.m. to 5 p.m., 
field or (agricultural) hands con- 
tinue work; 1 p.m. to 3.20 dairy 
hands assist field hands, when one 
goes for the cows; 4 p.m., two 
dairy hands (it is assumed that very 
few cows need milking in these 
months) milk cows and afterward 
do odd jobs; 5 p.m., field hands 
cease work, unharness and coyer 
horses; 5.30 p.m., tea. 

This time table is not recommend- 
ed as a hard and fast code, but ra- 
ther, as a ‘‘ground plan’’ of work. 
Where the dairy herd is larger, the 
tilling practically nil, and, the fam- 
ily (or hands) small, and where a 
milking machine is used it cannot 


be applied in its entirety. But with 
modification to suit cases, it should | 
prove an all-helpful time table

nomize time, to order everything on 
the farm, and to get the utmost 
amount done without strain. ‘he! 
details of the morrow’s work 
should be filled in by the farmer 
on the night before, that the 
work of the next day is planned 
und can be started without delay.

The double funeral took place on 
Tuesday to the Sacred Heart Church, 
Madoc, service being conducted by 
Rev. Father O'Riordan.

Soak strips of linen ‘n 
this mixture and renew when nec- 
essary. A slight burn kept soake:l 
with witch hazel will often cease 
te burn. If this is not at hand, 
cover tightly with ordinary kitchen 
soap and dredge the wound with 
flour. 

A bad bruise can he eased by an 
plying turpentine. This is also ex 
cellent if one has run a nail into 
the flesh. In case of a deep cut 
wash it out well with warm, soapy 
water and then with some antisep- 
tic solution, such as a weak solu 
tion of carbolic acid—a half tea- 
spoonful of the acid to a tumbler of 
water. 

For a bad sprain put first un.ler 
hot water, then under cold. Keep 
this up until the doctor arrives; or 


duce swelling and pain. 

If the clothes seem to have stuck 
te the wound, do not tear them off, 
but soften with warm olive oul ‘1.0

Frederick E. Seymour

the first graduate of Toronto Univers- 
ity in North Hastings, taking first- 
class honors in mathematics, first-class 
honors in classics and a gold medal in 
modern languages. Following his 
graduation, he went to Hamilton as 
classical master of Hamilton Collegiate 
Institute, which position he filled until 
forced to resign by the death of his 
ther. For many years he was closely 
ssociated with ‘Toronto University in 
the capacity of examiner in English, 
French and German and jointly as- 
sociated with the late Sir Daniel 
Wilson, President of Toronto Uni- 
versity, as examiner in Spanish and 
Italian. Untilhe became invalided, 
he actively participated in local 
educational matters in many capaci- 
ties, filling the position of Secretary- 
‘Treasurer of the Madoc Model School 
Board for upwards of twenty years. 
He was one of those most 
energetic in founding and directing 
the Madoc Public Library, which re- 
ceived the last of his active services. 

The deceased was a member of St. 
Peter's Presbyterian church, serving 
many years as an elder. He was deep- 
ly and enthusiastically interested in 
the musical services of the church and 
acted for over forty years as voluntary 
organist. 

He is survived by a widow, H.

The dressing of a goose require 
more time and attention than that 
of a turkey, the oily skin needing 
a good scrubbing. Rinse outside 
and in. The goose should be con- 
siderably less than a year old, a 
“‘green’’ goose, four months old he- 
ing the choicest, and it should be 
well fatted. 

A dry-plucked fowl is preferable, 
but if it is scalded, remember it 
takes much longer for the water to 
penetrate to the roots of the fea- 
thers of a goose than those of a 
chicken. Draw and truss the goose 
the same as a turkey, remembering 
to remove the tough leg-tendons. 
Cut through the skin very gingerly 
about 2 inches below the leg joint, 
bend the leg at the cut against the 
table and break the bone; then 
withdraw the tendons. If cut, they 
cannot be removed. 

One of the most toothsome goose | 
stuffings is made of potatoes and! 
parboiled onions cooked together 
until tender, mashed and seasoned 
highly with. pepper, salt, butter 
and sage. ‘The latter, and the on- 
ion, may be omitted, or the inside 
of the goose may be rubbed with 
a cut onion. Another dressing is 
made of chopped tart apples (peel- 
ed and cored), bread crumbs and 
boiled onions. But a more up-to- 
date method is to serve the cooked 
apples as a garnish or in a careful- 
ly prepared sauce. Apples in some 
form are the invariable accompani- 
ment of roast goose. 

HOW TO ROAST. 


Roast on a rack in the dripping 
pans. Lay slices of fat pork over 
the goose, as it aids in drawing ont 
the excess of oil. After three-quar- 
ters of an hour, remove the pork, 
draw all oil from the pan, and re 
turn goose to the oven, well dredged 
with flour seasoned with salt and 
pepper. After the flour has brown- 
ed, begin basting, and continue this 
every 15 minutes. Formerly it was 
the custom to add some water to 
the pan, but good authorities omit 
it, and do not begin to baste until 
the fat has been drawn off. Cook 
until the joints separate easily, from 
1% to 3 hours.

SHOCK. 


Shook is the term employed in a 
surgery to designate the state of 
depression 
severe injury or 
the 


physical and mental 

which follows a 
some disturbing 
mind. , 

The condition consists essential- 
ly in a want of equilibrium in the 
circulation, the arteries losing their 
tone, as a consequence of which the 

reat mass of the blood accumu- 

ates in the veins, especially the 
largo blood-vessels of the abdomen. 

The brain and other vital organs 

are deprived of the necessary blood 

supply, and are thereby rendered 

incapable of performing their im- 

portant functions properly, 

Shock may exist in any degree, 
and the symptoms will vary accord- 
ingly, from the pallor and slight 
faintness which one may feel mo- 
mentarily in making a misstep, or 
when startled, as by a loud clap 

_ ‘of thunder, or the receipt of bad 
news, all the way up to sudden stop- 
page of the heart, and death. | 

In shock of average intensity, 
such as follows a severe injury, the | 
face is pallid, the pulse is weak and | 
rapid, the skin is cool and often 
covered with a clammy perspira- 
tion, the muscular system is relax- 
ed, the sufferer is nauseated and 
sometimes vomits, and the mental | 
‘faculties and sensibilities are be- 

mumbed so that no pain is felt, even 
‘though bones may be broken and 
‘flesh torn. Not orly is the surface 
cool or cold but the actual tem- 
Bore of the body, as measured 
‘by the thermometer, is lowered, 
sometimes to the extent of two or 
three degrees. 

When shock depends upon a vio- 
lent mental emotion, such as fear 
or the receipt of sudden bad news, 
or upon a severe injury, as tnat re- 
ceived in a railroad accident or 
when shot, the symptoms appear 
suddenly; but when it follows a 
surgical operation, its appearance 
may be delayed several hours. Its 
degree depends not only upon the 
severity of the injury, but likewise 
Bees the seat of it. A blow on the 
abdomen will cause more severe 
shock than a much worse injury to 
an extremity, or even to the head. 

Treatment of shock calls for the 
services of a physician, for it con- 
sists in the administration of pow- 
erful remedies to restore the tone} 
in the relaxed blood-vessels, and 
often the injection of salt solution; 
but something can be done while 
awaiting the physician. 

__ The sufferer should not be moved; 
he should lie flat; he should have 
air, and the usual crowd of the 
curious should be dispersed. ‘he 
eyes should be shielded from light.

When he sat down to mend any- 
thing, people, and especially little 
children, gathered about to watch 
him, and he never drove away even 
the bad boys who mocked him, but 


we neglect to enforce this most es- 
sential condition and fail to keep 
all immaculately clean. 

In hot weather cream sours quick- 
ly in spite of every endeavor, and 
churning should be done with great- 
er frequency than at other seasons. 
It is quite a job to do this every 
day, yet where the refrigerating 
apparatus is not of the best it is 
wise to do so. Early morning is 
the bost time to churn, before the 
sun gets high. 

As soon as the granules of but- 
ter appear a cupful of salt should 
be put into the churn. This is the 
best thing to assist in the separa- 
tion of butter from the buttermilk 
and in no way interferes with the 
subsequent salting, neither with the 
use of the buttermilk for cooking 
or stock feeding purposes. 

After the salt has been intro- 
duced the churn should be revolved 
a few times, when the liquid will 
run off freely, Another cupful of 
salt in the first rinse water, fresh 
and cold from the well, will do good 
service. Wash twice, revolving the 
churn but a few times so as not to

mass the granules, then drain while 
the salt is being measured, for mea- 
suring is better than weighing and 
it is sufficiently accurate for all 
practical purposes. Measure the 
cream in the churn at the beginning 
and ascertain how many pounds it 
yields to the inch, or if a small 
churn, what fraction of a pound 
per inch of cream. After once 
weighing the amount of butter 
churned, thereafter it can be safely 
estimated by measure. The pint 
cup full of salt weighs approxi- 
mately one pound, so that much 
bother of weighing salt and butter 
each time is avoided by following 
this simple rule. 

Buttermakers are practising 
working in the churn much more 
commonly now than fifteen or more 
years ago. By scattering one-third 
the required amount of salt over 
the butter, then tipping the churn 
forward so it exposes a fresh sur- 
face for half the remainder, giving 
is a backward turn to expose a 
third surface for the final portion

Some people 
are so negligent as to allow such 
a quantity to collect that several 
teeth become soldered together, and 
if one of them decays, and it is 
necessary to extract it, it becomes 
glmost impossible for the dentist | 
to do so without removing all. 

A decayed tooth, however pain- 
less, which has a sharp edge, or 
which in breaking off leaves a point- 
ed stomp behind it, should be at 
once filled, as the irritation caused 
by the tongue rubbing upon ic is 
a frequent origin of cancer, It is 
well to wash the mouth out several 
times a day with milk or magnesia. 


FOR INFLAMED EYES.

pounds of raisins seeded and chop- 
ped, one-half pound citron chop- 
ped, two-thirds cupful brandy. 
Bake slowly nearly three hours. 
This quantity makes three large 
loaves. Iee nicely, put away in jar 
in a cool place, and it will keep a 
yeas. 

Children’s Cookies.—One cup 
sugar, one-half cup butter, two 
eggs well beaten, one-third cup 
sweet milk. Flavor with nutmeg, 
and add flour in which has been sift- 
ed two teaspoonfuls good baking 
powder. Have dough soft as can 
be conveniently handled, and after 
cutting, sprinkle with granulated 
sugar and bake quickly. Before all 
the dough has been used, cut with 
knife a fine ‘‘cookie baby’’ for each 
child in the family. If you are so 
unfortunate as to have no little chil- 
dren in the house, then bake 
“cookie babies’ for your neigh- 
bor’s children, especially if the 
neighbor is poor and her children 
look hungry. 

Christmas Cookies.—One cup al- 
monds cut in small pieces, one cup 
powdered sugar, one teaspoon cin-

TESTED REOIPES. 


Stuffed Prunes.—Get soft, bright 
runes, do not wash or soak them 
ut rub thoroughly with a coarse 
towel, much as you would rub the 
down from a peach. Remove the 
pits carefully. In the half of a 
marshmallow inclose a pecan nut; 
put these in the place of the pits, 
close them, and roll in powdered 
sugar. Line a glass jar or tin box 
with waxed paper and close tightly 
and the prunes will keep, for weeks, 
li they have absorbed the powder- 
ed sugar roll them again just be- 
fore serving. 

(Sweetbread Loaf.—Take two 
pounds sweetbreads, clean thor- 
oughly, parboil for five minutes in 
salt water. Take out and slightly 
cool. Tako three eggs and beat 
thoroughly, dip sweetbreads in 
eggs, then in cracker crumbs, then 
gain in eggs, then in cornmea) 
and lay in a f

ALL ABOUT THE HOUSE. 


Rug Help. — When your rugs 
which are not reversible begin to 
wear thin buy a bolt of cotton tape 
an inch wide or wider and as near 
the color of rug as possible. Turn 
your rug wrong side up, take the 
tape and glue or paste it evenly 
along the edges and trim off fraz- 
zles. You will be surprised to see 
what a nice looking edge it gives 
and the length of time it will last. 

To Use Fruits.—Blackberries and 
blueberries make a better pie than 
singly, using more blueberries than 
blackberries. Combine quinces 
with sweet apples. Fresh or dried 
figs with a bit of orange make a 
fine preserve. Tomato preserve is 
improved with sliced oranges. Pears 
combined with pineapple—one-fifth 
as much pineapple as pears, Straw- 


berries mixed with gooseberries 
make better jam. ‘To five quarts 
of strawberries add two quarts 
of gooseberries. Black raspberries 
are better by adding a cup of cur- 
rant juice to each jar of fruit. Dried 
fruit when used. Evaporated 
peaches and apricots are appetiz- 
ing. 

Snow Shovel Hint.—If you will 
heat your snow shovel, then rub 
over entire surface with a wax 
candle, you will find that snow will 
not stick to your steel snow shovel. 

Helps.—A teaspoonful of vinegar 
in boiled icing will prevent it be- 
coming hard and ‘‘crumbly.’’ If 
the end of a stick pin is under a 
lapel or insid» the opening of the 
dress, any where that you can eas- 
ily get at it, you will be in no dan- 
ger of losing it if you will bind 
tightly about it a small sized rub- 
ber band. To keep a music book 
open on the piano music rack make 
a bag eight of ten inches long and 
an inch or an inch and a half wide. 
Vill with sand and gather the ends 
or tie them tightly. so as to make 
the bag round. Lay this before 
the book on the rack and you will 
have no more trouble keeping the 
book open. 

Apron Hint.—The housekeeper 
likes to look neat and clean about 
her work, yet tho laundry bills are 
80 heavy that she feels that she 
must economize in every possible 
way. Who would not like to be able 
to wear a clean white apron overy 
day? This is what can be done, as 
has been demonstrated. Get white 
oilcloth and cut out the big apron, 
coming down to the botton of the 
dress and going over the shoulders 
(princess pattern), shaping it about 
the waist; then sew 
and bind the edges with white tape. 
When the apron is soiled it can be 
laid on the table and scrubbed with 
clean warm soap-suds No wash 
board, no ironing, no laundry bill 
How simple!

Black Kid Glyoves—After buy- 
ing black kid gloves put them on, 
and rub a suspicion of vaseline into 
the kid till all teace ¢f grease has 
disappeared. This will make them 
wear much longer than usual. 

To clean Japanned Trays.—Virst 
wipe with a cloth wrung out of luke- 
warm water to remove all dirt. 
Then sprinkle dry flour over, and 
polish with soft dusters. This treat- 
ment will not injure the mat all. 

Keep Blankets IF luffy.—After 
carefully washing and rinsing hang 
out blankets, and when nearly dry, 
beat them thoroughly with a bam- 
boo or rattan furniture beater, and 
they will be as soft and fluffy as 
when new. 

Great care should be taken to 
dry towels thoroughly before put- 
ting them away. If placed in the 
linen presses without being well 
aired, while still damp, a mould is 
likely to form upon them, which, 
it is said, produces skin diseases. 

Ironing may be made easy by 
several thicknesses of newspaper, 
instead of cloth, being used when 
pressing. This prevents the shiny 
appearance which often follows the 
use of a damp cloth. Using a 
newspaper when pressing tucks in 
dress skirts instead of cloth will 
render the iron much easier in use.

ON THE TRACK OF A LION 


A HUNTER’S EXPERIENCE IN 
EAST AFRICA. 


The Wanderobo People are the 
Most Wonderful Trackers in 
the World. 


In British East Africa the Wan- 
derobo people are outcasts from 
other tribes who have taken to the 
forest. They are to be met with 
in bands about fifty strong and 
build small manjataia, or huts, the 
whole tribe comprising about 200 
ov 300 in all within a radius of 
about thirty miles. The majority 
have wives and own packs of dogs. 
Their arms consist of bows and ar- 
rows and a short heavy sword call- 
edasemi. The bows are about five 
feet in height, the strings are com- 
posed of sinews out of game, while 
the arrows are about three feet in 
length, terminated with a barbed 
tip of iron smeared with poison. 

They live almost entirely on meat 
and honey and generally hunt 
singly or in pairs, the old man as 
a rule remaining in camp. They 
leave at break of day before the 
children are awake, as it is reck- 
oned bad luck if a baby cries when 
the hunter is leaving, and nine 
times out of ten they will not go 
out after a child has cried. About 
6 p.m. they return home with the 
spoils of the chase, which thoy wil- 
lingly share. 

These Wanderobo are very wild 
and will not admit any stranger in 
ft) their camp. Having heard ru- 
mors about them I determined to 
try and find them, being well ac- 
quainted with the part of the coun- 
try in which they lived, writes a 
correspondent of the Field. While 
resting in the forest I heard one of 
them following a honey bird, so 
waited for him and seizing my op- 
portunity sprang out and captured 
him.

That it is a not- 
able advance movement in the his- 
tory of the country all except the 
frroconcilables recognize. 

A special gazette of 450 pages 
was roquired to set forth the de- 
tails of the plan. The imperial 
eeuncil of twenty members has 
been made three times as large 
The representation of the natives 
has been so increased that the offi- 
¢ial majority is reduced to threo. 
Under the former regime the native 
mombors, making half the viceroy’s 
council, were given the privilege 
of ‘making the laws and regula- 
tions,’’ but, in practical working, 
this amounted only to the ratifying 
af acts already determined upon by 
the dominant British official con- 
tingent. The admission of natives 
into a larger participation in the 
affairs of the imperial council is 

the central feature of the new plan. 

Tt is carried out ‘ikewise in the 
“various provincial councils, in the 
latter case, however, the native 
Members being predominant in 
number.. 


The new government is not demo- 
cratic. A democratic government 
io India would mean anarchy. 
There must be the strong control 
of centralized authority. So the 
government reserves the right to 


Blushing is a curious phenomen- 
on, often very disagreeable to the 
sufferer. It is due to a sudden re- 
laxation of the walla of the minute 
blood-vessels of the surface of the 
body, and is classed by physicians 
among nervous affections of the cir- 
culation. 

Self-consciousness is usually the 
exciting cause of habitual blushing, 
which occurs therefore more com- 
monly in bashful children, and in! 
girls more frequently than in boys. 
Those who blush easily are general- 
ly of a sensitive, nervous tempera-| 
ment, and as contact with the world 
modifies this somewhat, the habit 
gradually disappears with age. 
The face is the part where blush- 
ing more commonly occurs, al- 
though any other part of the body 
may show the same change. One 
who watches the blushes of a pain- 
fully embarrassed person may see 
a faint pink flush spread over the 
ears and throat, as well as the 
cheeks. It is said that among un- 
civilized tribes, where much of the 
hody is habitually exposed, blush 
ing, when it occurs at all. may ia- 
volve all the uncovered paris. It 
is probably because the face is the 
part by which one is identified — 
that which personifies the individu- 
al—that it is the recognized seat 
of the blush. 

Sudden attacks of general blush- 
ing without any apparent reason 
may affect those who are somewhat

most disagreeable symptom.

They should 
be persuaded—not forced—to take 
u prominent position among their 
playmates, rather than to hold 
back and speak only when they are!

TWO GOOD POULTICES. 


For the first, heat a kettle of 
water and make a quantity of corn 
meal mush. Have the water b»)) 
ing and salted, and make it just cs 
carefully as if for the table. Spread 
a towel on a board which has been 
warmed, and spread the mush on 
half the length of it, letting it be 
fully an inch thick. Turn the other 
half of the towel up over it, back 
around the edges, and lay it on the 
chest as warm as the patient can 
bear. 

If the bronchial tubes seem af- 
fected be sure to press the poultice 
well into the hollows about the col- 
lar bone. Renew in four or five} 
hours. This has been known to! 
break up the trouble cause by| 
measles turning in upon the lungs, 
within twenty-four hours. Be care- 
ful to apply warm dry flannels 
when the poultice is removed. 

To make the second poultice, 
take a clean pan, and pour in about 
a pint of water. When it boils stir 
in, slowly, flaxseed meal until so 
thick that you can dip up a round} 
spoonful. Let it cook until it will 
fall from the basin at the edges. 
Grind flax in the coffee mill when 
too far from town to buy meal. 
Spread this mixture on old, thin, 
cotton, and baste the same as for 
the other poultice. In bad cases 
spread on this camphorated lard, 
made by melting camphor gum ‘n 
lard. To do this, set the bottle or 
cup in a pan of hot water, using 
as much of the gum as will dissolve, 
then sprinkle on a little red pepper, 
and, if the case is very obstinate, a 
little powdered ipecac, but these 
two are to be used in moderation, 
the first because too much will be 
painful, and the last because it 
may cause nausea and a looseness 
ef the bowels.

ORIGIN OF TEE ROD. 


Used in Driving Oxen, It Came 
Handy in Measuring Land. 


The origin of the rod, pole or 
perch as a lineal and superficial | 
measure has been traced to the rod, 
pole or goad used to urge and di- 
rect a team of oxen pulling a 
plough.

the query, which pays best, sheep, 
poultry, fruit, cows, steers or 
grain? It may be found after 
year’s record that the farm is best 
adapted for dairying. Then will 
naturally follow the investigation, 
which cow pays best? This phase 
of the question has not yet appeal- 
ed to all owners of dairy herds, 
but is in truth at the very founda- 
tion of profitable dairying. Every 
farmer is interested in cutting out 
ali unprofitable features of his busi- 
ness, he wants to produce plenty of 
good milk at the least cost, and to 
this end dairy records are indispen- 
sable. Why? Simply because they 
enable the watchful owner to de- 
tect those cows that give the most 
milk and fat in proportion to the 
feed consumed. Which cows will 
respond to a little extra grain? 
Which cow can I least afford to 
sell? Are any in my herd not pay- 
ing? Will it pay me to get a good 
pure bred sire? ‘The dairyman 
needs to know such points definite- 
ly hence he must keep records of 
feed and milk. Forms are supplied 
free on application to the Dairy 
Commissioner, Ottawa, Ont. 


WINTER FEEDING. 


Hens will lay during all seasons 
of the year providing they are well 
fed. They should receive sufficient 
food to sustain life and renew the 
tissues, keep the body warm and 
produce eggs. If there is not suffi- 
cient for all this the egg yield will 
be robbed to supply the deficiencies 
for the other demands. As soon as 
the hens on the range cease to find 
a sufficient supply of bugs and 
worms to satisfy the demand for 
meat they must be fed meat or the 
yield of eggs will cease.

Dr. Harper, Reeve, was first called 
on and expressed his thanks for the 
support of a year ago—a very pleasant 
experience after being in the arena so 
long. and the extra efforts that were 
made to defeat him. He appreciated 
the fact that he had staunch friends 
who would * stay with him” when he 
was in the right. He would have been 
willing to retire but during the past 
summer the Electric Power and Light 
Pade had been taken up by the 

Jouncil, and endorsed by the people, 
and in order to complete their work it 
was considered by many the duty of 
the old Council to offer themselves for 
re-election, The members of the old 
Council had been practically returned 
by acclamation and he thought it was 
not unreasonable for him to expect to 
g0 back the next year withthem, He 
referred to financial matters of the 
village, and explained that the in- 
crease of two mills was caused by 
higher requisitions for school purposes 
and other matters which were un- 
avoidable. At some length he refer- 
red to county affairs, and the increased 
expenditure for county purposes on 
roads, bridges, new court house, ete. 
If his se tes in the past and par- 
ticularly in connection with the power 
scheme now under way, was of use to 
the village, he asked for their support 
and re-election. 

Mr. Thompson returned his hearty 
thanks for the support given hirn last 
year in his first contest for the Reeve- 
Ship. He had a majority then of the 
usual regular voters, and would have 
been elected had it not. been for the 
outside parties brought in, which was 
very satisfactory to him. Being part- 
ly Trish, he did not mind a licking.” 

He then entered into a vigorous criti- 

ciam of the Reeve'’s statement of vil- 
lage and county expenditures, and 
expressed his disappointment that the 
speaker had not told them how they 
could economize in the future, how 
they could lower their taxes in Madvc 
The county rate had been steadily in 
creasing year by year, and he noticed 
that our Reeve had not opposed

1905 to $21,000 last year, and the 
county roads were not as good now as 
they were then, they had expected 
when the High School debenture was 
paid that the money would be avail- 
able for new sidewalks, but now the 
money was all taken to pay the higher 
county rate. He thought the fire 
engine should get more attention, and 
was sorry the Reeve had not secured 
the county grant for the Agricultural 
Class, which plam went to Stirling. 
Regarding the power question, he 
thought the Reeve was not the only 
man who could handle it, and closed 
by saying that he was a candidate and 
solicited their votes and influence. 

Mr. Will J. Hill thanked his mover 
and seconder but said he did not think 
the people wanted him in this capacity 
and he already was re-elected in coun- 
cil, He regretted that Mr. Weir had 
seen fit to drop out, as he was a good 


councillor. Mr. Hill then gave a re- 
sume of his work at the head of the 
Streets and sidewalks committee, and 
he was not ashamed of the work that 
had been done. They had laid 8100 
feet of cement walk this year at a cost 
of 8} cents per foot, which was very 
cheap, and the work was first-class. 
Then they would get 25 per cent back 
in three years. He wuld have liked 
to spend much more in cement walks 
but the village could not afford it just 
now. He criticized the county meth- 
ods of doing their work on the roads— 
small loads when spreading stone and 
gravel, and not getting their stone 
drawn in sleighing. 

Mr. T. L, Nickle said he was not a 
candidate for the Reeveship, and 
would not have been a councillor had 
any one else been nominated. He 
made a Vigorous criticism of municipal 
affairs generally, the electric light and 
fire engine in particular, the latter, he 
claimed, being mismanaged. He in- 
stanced recent fires to prove his con- 
tention. Things had not been run as 
carefully as they ought, and the result 
was financial loss to the village. 

Mr. Bristol briefly returned his 
thanks for the confidence of the elec- 
tors. He had had little to do, as 
chairman of Poor Committee, the ex- 
penditures being only $23.18 this year 
as against over $60 last year. Every- 
thing had not been done to his liking, 
for instance he thought they could 
haye saved perhaps $150 a year by 
having the Power sub-station built 
more in the centre of the village. He 
thought the fire engine was in good 
shape now, 

Mr. Hill, as councillor, referred to 
some other matters in reference to 
electric light and power questions, fire 
engine, ete, 

Mr. ‘Tufts said it would appear that 
he had all the sins of the: council to 
answer for, and he took occasion to 
assure them that if such fault-finding 
and harping criticism was to continue, 
after aman had given his best thought, 
time, and energy to public affairs, he 
would resign at the very first op- 
portunity. Regarding fire engine 
matters, he said Mr, Nickle did not 
know what he was taking about. He 
defended his actions with some 
warmth, and contended that he had 
given his best thought and best en- 
ergy to the Power question and all 
matters that had come before the 
Council. The financial statement was 
before them and they could see the 
pomition of the village for themselves. 

fe appreciated their support last year 
and again their confidence in him this 
year, and would give them his best 
services, 

After replying to some of the re- 
murks of Messrs. Thompson and Hill 
by Reeve Harper, the crowd dispersed 
without waiting to hear what the 
candidates for the School Board had 
tosay. Strange that so little interest 
appears to be taken in school affairs 
by the public!

KEEPING LAW AND OREDR. 


But the cost of running the city 
is not to be estimated by such com- 
paratively small sums as these. 
Take, for example, what the city 
spends on the preservation of law 
and order and the prevention of 
crime. One item alone—the main- 
tenance of the police force—absorbs 
$900,000—add to this the $58,500 for 
the Central Criminal Court—a 
building, by the way, which has cost 
the capital sum of $1,715,000; some 
$43,000 for the Mayor’s Court, 
which deals out ready and admir- 
able justice in civic cases; $35,000 
for the city of London and certain 
lesser courts; and no less a sum 
than $50,000 for magisterial deal- 
ings with minor crimes. I should 
point out, however, that the ex- 
penses of the city of London court 
are considerably minimized by the 
fees received from litigants, and 
the same remark would apply, but 
with less force, to the ancient may- 
or’s court in the Guildhall, 

A great liability is always facing 
the city in respect of the bridges 
which span the river and rest one 
end on the city shore. The Tower 
Bridge, for instance, constitutes} 
an annual charge of no less than 
$68,500; but the Bridge House Es- 
tates have been so admirably man- 
aged in the past they they now 
produce an income greatly in ex- 
cess—some $400,000 in excess—of 
the expenditure under that head. 


COST OF MARKET. 
Again, the markets of the city 
spell money, both in revenue and 
expenditure. The London Central 
Market alone have over $500,000 
spent annually upon them, but in 
return the city, by rents and tolls 
and sundry payments, receives no 
less than $690,000. In the case of 
the Foreign Cattle Market, where 
the expenditure amounts to $270,- 
000, the receipts do not equal the 
expenditure. Billingsgate, on the 
other hand, after demanding an ex- 
penditure of $25,000, nobly returns 
it with a profit of $325,000. 
PUBLIC HEALTH COSTLY.

KING EDWARD IS FOND OF 
OPEN AIR LIFE. 


Abundant Exercise and Fresh Air 
Keeps His Majesty’s Health 
Good. 


No European sovereign is so much 
a man of the open air as the King, 
and since he came to the throne 
he has seemed to live even more 
and more out of doors, writes a 
London correspondent. His ma- 
jesty’s health is excellent evidence 
of the good results which follow 
ebundant exercise and much fresh 
air, He is 68 years old, but with 
increasing years he retains his sur- 
prising vigor of mind and body. He 


is singularly energetic, though not 


active in the sense of one who walks 
rapidly and far. When there is 
nothing better available for an out- 
of-door occupation he does not 
despise the gentle game of croquet, 
though he has never fallen a victim 
to golf. 

He is not afraid of rain, and my 
observation leads to the belief that 
he actually revels in the brisk fresh- 
ness of a heavy shower. He hardly 
ever uses an umbrella, or, at least, 
I can not remember haying seen 
him do so. 

FOR LIFE OUT OF DOORS 
he prefers clothes which will resist 
the rain, but he does not seem to 
like a mackintosh. Clad in a long 
cloth cape, which completely covers 
his other clothes, he scorns to take 
shelter from even a tropical down- 
pour. He likes the sea not only 
in its fairer moods, as when he is 
yachting in pleasant weather on the 
Solent, but also when he can 
watch it in storm. Often I have 
se n him out on a small terrace 
overlooking the Bay of Biscay when 
the waves were rolling savagely in 
towards the shore. ‘The rocks 
threw up the spray in fine clouds 
as the King stood watching the 
sunset beyond the Cote des Bas- 
ques, and enjoying the salt wind 
that came in from the stormy At 
lantic. On his tour abroad this 
year the King was perpetually out 
of doors, in the royal yacht, or 
ashore in motor-cars or carriages.

] AN ANCIBNT PEOPLE. 


Discovered Facts About 


the Hittites. 


Recently 


Some interesting details are given 
by Prof. John Garstang of the 
ancient race of people mentioned 
in the Bible as the Hittites. He 
said there could be nothing more 
romantic than the finding of Bog- 
has, the old capital of the Hittites’ 
country in Southern Syria, A few 
yards below the surface of this once 
famous city had been found the re 
mains of the palaces which belong- 
ed to the great Hittite king who 
fought the Pharaohs. 

The land of the Hittites had been 
discovered by the finding of a whole 
series of monuments, carvings, and 
rock sculpture. As early as B. CO. 
2000 they were a force in Southern 
Syria, and we could learn that they 
were an extremely mixed race, 
with a touch of the Mongolian. 


About B. C. 1300 the Hittite, 
Babylonian and Egyptian people 


held the balance of power in West- 
ern Asia, One thing of striking in- 
terest was the recent discovery of 
a message which the King of Baby- 
lon sent to the King of the Hittite, 
which read: ‘‘I hear you are carry- 


ing on with the King of Egypt. 
What does this mean?”’ 

The Hittite king then made an 
extract from the treaty he had just 
concluded with a Pharaoh and sent 
it to the Babylonian king, at the 
same time keeping a copy of his let- 
ter. That copy had now come down 
to us. Other letters ,too, had been 
found.

THE HUMOROUS HAT. 


Comical Incidents in the British 
House of Commons. 


The hat, whether in action or re- 
pose, may be the occasion of much 
humor. ‘The spectacle of a dis- 
heveled man madly chasing his hat 
across the street is one that never 
loses its zest; and it is said by a 
writer in the London Globe that 
the dignity of the British House of 
Commons is not seldom relieved by 
some unfortunate statesman’s mis- 
adventure with his glossy ‘‘stop- 
per.”

LANDHOLDING LORDS. 


How the Proposed Land Tax Would 
Affect Them. 


The landowners in the House of 
Lords who would be affected by the 
land tax proposed in the rejected 
budget comprise the whole House 
with the exception of a mere hand- 
ful. None of the Lords own so 
little as 1,000 acres. Most of their 
holdings can be reckoned in tens 
of thousands of acres, while the 
holdings of 23 members exceed 100,- 
000 acres. The latest survey from 
which figures can be compiled shows 
that the peers of all parties hold 
16,411,986 acres, or one-fifth of the 
total area of the United Kingdom. 
The peers who defeated tne bud- 
get hold together 10,078,979 acres. 
The average holdings of the dukes 
is 142,564 acres each; of the mar 
quises, 47,500 acres; of the earls, 
39,217 acres; of the viscounts, 15,- 
324 acres, and of the barons, 14,152.

Why is it, when any common 
mind could easily reason to it that 
a cow needs justas goodairas the 
men and women do, that farmers 
shut up a stable of cows with all 
their manures and urine about 
them, w thout a supply of fresh air 
and proceed deliberately to poison 
their cows to death? 

Why is it, when it must be appar- 
ent before their eyes eyery day, 
that the farmers who are most in- 
telligent are the most prosperous, 
that so large a proportion of men 
who keep cows will not read or 
take any pains to inform them- 
selves on this dairy question? Why 
do such men prefer to be ignorant 
rather than intelligent? 

Why is it, that, when thousands 
upon thousands of farmers use silos 
and declare constantly that the 
silo is a money-mtking thing, it is 
so hard to convince a large portion 
of other farmers that it would be a 
wise thing for them if they built a 
silo? 

Why is it, that a great propor- 
tion of farmers will persist in feed- 
ing oats worth $23 a ton, and corn 
worth the same, when they could 
sell the grain and buy a better feed 
that will produce a quarter to a 
third more milk, for a much less 
proportion in price ? 

Why is it that so many farmers 
will still use the dirty, uncomfort- 
able rigid old stanchion with all 
the danger of injury to the cow 
stepping on the teats and udder of 
the next cow when she is laying 
down ? 

Why is it, that so few farmers 
will put in the King system of ven- 
tilation in their stables and more 
will persist in building new barns 
and stables with no provision what- 
ever for such a system of ventila- 
tion when it would be very easy to 
provide this almost indispensible 
thing for the health and increased 
efficiency of the cattle? 

Why is it, that it ia so hard and 
such slow work in getting farmers 
to take especial pains to produce 
clean, sweet cream for the cream- 


ery, and see to it that the 
creem is sent to the creamery 
before it is spoiled and unfit to
